-| The fact that the Americans hold 
the “secret” of the atomic 
bomb, and that they refuse to 
share it with anybody, has not 
helped to clear the international 
atmosphere; and those who cele- 
brate Remembrance Day: this 
year will pray for peace with fear 
in their hearts. 

Every year since the Armistice 
of 1918 Rémembrance Day has

though the maxim seems cold 
during the happy excesses. of 
youth, it appeals more ahd more 
to the common sense of. the 
mature. man. Youth is the time 
for feasting. There never can 
be anything in later life to equal 
the pure masticatory.-delight of 
those dormitory banquets—those 
diabolical repasts of meat ' paste 
and currant cake, lemonade ‘and 
sardines, which one used to eat 
by the eerie light of a candle or 
a muffled bicycle lamp. ~The 
adult digestion never could have 
labsorbed such a bizarre mixture, 
without the fear of nausea and 
nightmares; the adult mind 
would shrink from the whole idea 
of breaking the precious hours 
of sleep to stuff the inside with 
an irregular and ‘unnecessary 
meal. The charm of. - those 
feasts, so meticulously . planned, 
so laboriously financed, so 
leagerly awaited, so greedily eaten 
with the aid of the same penknife 


that ‘sharpened pencils . and 
scraped football boots, fades 
away very quickly. Yet, for 


many people, it is revived, a 
faint nostalgic memory, by the 
very sight of a tin of sardines. 
Sardines were the staple fare of 
the midnight banquet. They 
were convenient, cheap; and 
tasty; they looked almost attrac- 
tive as they gleamed in their oil 
or sweltered in their tomato 
sauce on the tip of the penknife 
blade. No feast was. complete 
without them. The . British 
schools, then, must have cheered 
to the echo the report that the 
Minister of Food has arranged to 
buy the whole of Spain’s surplus 
of canned. fish, which will include 
about twenty-eight million tins of 
sardines. One wonders “what 
scholboys have done during the 
war, when tinned sardines have 
been either unobtainable or 
expensive in Ireland. - What is 
the modern  substitute?.. More 
seriously, one hopes that the 
report has rung @ little bell in 
the ear of the Minister for Agri- 
culture and Fisheries, Ireland is 
within easy reach of rich fishing 
grounds—-rich not: in sardines, 
indeed, but in many other fish. 
Her craft ought: to be able to 
cover those grounds “more 
cheaply than the fishing boats of 
any other country, and to reap 
from them a more abundant 
harvest. Canning may be the 
means of making the surplus 
available for export. “I eat 
what I can and I can what I 
can't” “would be no bad motto 
for.

FISHING IN EIRE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sin,—lIt is with great interest 
read’ “ Hopeful Fisherman’s” re- 
marks on the lamentable ee 
tion of the shooting and fishin 
this country,. but, although. ri tly 
he grumbles a lot, he makes no 
suggestions for its improvement. 

it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment, 1 believe, that the fishing and 
shooting in this ME OR should be 
within the reach all kets. 
Unfortunately the eh of foresight 
shown by the depariments con- 
cerned has allowed the fishing and 
shooting to become unpreserved, 
and no attempt has been made to 
control the removal of stock and 
keep up bygone standards. 

if in the case of the rivers and 
lakes,. proper Government water 
bailiffs ‘were employed and extensive 
re-stocking carried out, a consider- 
able improvement would soon be 
seen. Further, if certain rivers 
where the number of salmon and |< 
sea trout has been badly depleted 
were closed for a season or two, 
they would soon _ recover their 
numbers. Presumably ‘the income 
ftom salmon licences is not sufficient 
to cover any extra ‘outlay, but if 
only a small licence fee was put on 
all trout fishermen and a small daily 
charge made for salmon fishing on 
the best rivers, it would probably 
be sufficient to maintain the rivers in 
a reasonable condition, At the 
moment the only supervision given 
to the rivers and lakes is by the 
Police, who have. so many other 
duties-to perform that it is quite 
impossible for them to carry out 
adequate, patrolling. 

In the case of the shooting, it 
would. be hard to control poachin 
except by considerably increase 
police supervision and declaring 
certain areas as reserved for game. 
However, there is one thing which 
could he done. I feel, with great 
success. There are large tracts of 
land at present being re-afforested 
under Government control. These 
lands are ideal for game. At the 
moment, however, they are not even 
worth the small rent asked for the 
‘shooting rights. Anybody and 
everybody shoots over them. Surely 
it would be worth while to combine 
the duties of forester and game- 
keeper and .improve conditions by 
proper supervision. The extra cost 
could easily be borne by making a 
small daily charge of a few shill- 
a“. per gun.
